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IN collecting the maner forttiis book, all the principal, 
and nearly all the minor Hospitals in ihe Uniteil 
States were either visited or camiDiinicated with. Some 
hospitals have a printed list of fotmulEe; otliers have a 
few standard prescriptions, and still others have no estab- 
lished fonnute at all. The printed lists, the established 
prescriptions from those hospitals not having printed lists, 
and all other information of value, have been collected 
and are here presented. Omitting Oie lists of two or three 
hospitals that 'replied strangelji " Not for publication," 
Ihe writer feels that this collection is quite as cornplete as 
can well be made. 

It is scarcely necessary to state that these formulae do 
not represent the entire^' of hospital practice. Certain 
mixtures being found useful in a large number of cases, 
they ire prepared in large quantities to facilitate dispen- 
sing. Thil is important where a lai^ number of cases 
are treated djulf. Special cases, or cases presentiiig un- 
usual indications, are treated according to indication pre- 
sented. The writer has no admiration for doctors who 
blindly follow printed formulae, and it is farthest from his 
desire that this book should encouri^je this large class 
of practitioners. The benefit intended is to place before 
the profession the remedies and corabiruttions ofremedies 
found most useful in our hospitals. The study of these 
cannot fail to give many hints and suggestions useful in 
|_^ private practice. It is hoped that the unlocking of these 
More-houses of experience will be considered a scrvicp 
to the profession.

Dear Sir: — ^Your letter ol the 1 8th inst. received. 
We have no printed formulary, and our established for- 
mulary is only for antiseptics after Lister, Nussbaum, etc., 
which, of course, everyone has. We prepare our own 
gauzo from caleramic cloth, using, however, iodororm 
dry dressings for wounds, abscesses and the like. I use 
five per cent, carbolized boiled linseed oil for burns and 
frost-bites, leaving them exposed to the air without 
further dressings. We use boric acid solutions in wash- 
ing cavities after aspirating, where we do not have to re- 
sort to free opening. In the latter resort, we commonly 
employ two and a half or five per cent, solutions of 
carbolic acid Corrosive sublimate solution, one part to 
a thousand, we use on occasion. I use the metric sys- 
tem in prescribing — have done so for six years — and 
eveiy dose given to our nearly seven thousand patients a 
year is prescribed especially; «. ^., a small bottle or 
quantity at a time. We have no standard mixtures or 
prescr'ipiiojis, but vary according to indications. Gin- 
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chonidine has been used exclusively instead of quinine 
for the past nine years with the best results, and not in 
large doses at that. To mention some particular way 
more often used in giving a particular remedy, like equsd 
parts of salicylic acid and acetate of potash in syrup of 
lemon, is too elementary and didactic.

Dear Sir : — Yours of the 1 8th, addressed to the su- 
perintendent of this hospital, has been referred by him 
to me, for answer. The Cincinnati Hospital has no 
printed formulary, and does not use one. 

Our list of drugs and chemicals include everything 
that is used by the regular schools of medicine. 

The hospital is conducted on a very liberal plan, and 
all new remedies are given a fair and thorough test as 
soon as they are obtainable ; and, if found really valua- 
ble, their use is continued. Many remedies are in con- 
stant use in the hospital ivhich are as yet comparatively 
unknown outside. 

Very few actual prescriptions, as that word is com- 
monly understood, are written. There is kept in every 
ward a large, portable medicine case which contains all 
the remedies in general use in that ward, the medicines 
being kept in the form of solutions, powders or pills, 
most convenient for administration. The resident physi- 
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cians in making their rounds prescribe simply the required 
number of grains, or drachms, etc., of the medicine, and 
they are obtained from this stock. 

New prescriptions are only written when some new 
remedy is desired, or certain combinations which cannot 
be made up from the ward supply. The ward supply is 
replenished daily from the druggist's department, and is 
frequently overhauled by him. 

In the same w ay every ward is supplied with all the 
instruments in ordinary use in that ward. 

The subject of treatment is a very large one, and I 
take it, you want only a general answer. The hospital 
staff, as a rule, believe in very little medication. 

In the treatment of continued fevers, we make large 
use of external cold, either in the form of sponging, ice 
caps, cold baths, Uie wet pack, or ice-water coils. 

Quinia is used extensively, but most of the stronger 
preparations, as kairin, are no longer used, being consid- 
ered too depressing and dangerous. 

In most diseases the principal object in the treatment 
is to buiid up and sustain the strength of the patient until 
the affection has run its course. 

The surgeons use very extensively iodoform, powdered 
boracic acid, mercury bichloride solution, and in less 
amount, carbolic acid. 

Dr. E. W. Walker is probably entitled to priority in 
the use of boracic acid powder for the treatment of com- 
pound fractures. 

Fractures are dressed almost entirely by plaster of 
Paris applications, either modified Bavarian, or made of 
plaster rollers. 

For fracture of the femur. Dr. D. S. Young has a very 
excellent, yet simple^ device of his own, which makes 
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extension by the use of weights, and supports the entire 
limb in a shallow box, so that the thigh can be examined 
in its entirety, without any movement or pain. 

The anaesthetics used are ether and the a. c. e. mix- 
ture. The muriate of cocaine is used as alocal anaesthetic 
by the oculists and gynaecologists.

We use almost no sleeping medicine, no chloral nor 
hyoscyamin, and only lupulin when really necessary, and 
little or no restraint.

Dear Doctor : — I was in Philadelphia when yours, of 
1 8th, arrived, and regret not having seen you to explain in 
person that we have no printed formulary for use in the 
medical corps, and that I discourage set prescriptions for 
routine treatment in this hospital. Careful nursing and 
sanitation constitute a very great part of our Naval Hos- 
pital treatment. 

The sick sailor, after a warm bath, clean clothes, and 
rest in a comfortable bed, often requires but little else. 
We feed the men well and dose them as little as possible, 
chronic pulmonary phthisis and venereal affections con- 
stitute the larger number of our patients, and they receive 
the customary medical treatment.

My Dear Sir : — In reply to yours of the 13th inst., I 
have to say, we have no printed formulary in this hospi- 
tal. Each case is treated separately and distinctly, and 
entirely on its merits. We do not use alcohol in any 
form. We do use milk, the very besty Jersey dairy, ex- 
tensively, in treatment of alcoholic cases. 

To procure sleep, we use bromide potassium and chloral 
hydrate.

M. — Sig. Of this mixture, one to two ounces every 
four hours until sleep is procured. If one ounce is enough, 
well and good ; but we use two ounces if necessity re- 
quire. 

This does not often fail us, but when it does, we 
combine with each dose a drachm of tinct. hyoscyamus ; 
01 we give a hypodermic injection of morphia, say gr. Jl^, 
and repeat in two hours if necessary. The principal 
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thing is to overcome nervous action, and procure sleep. 
Immediately afterwards, we produce evacuations from 
the bowels and look well to the bladder. To support the 
patient we use milk, beef tea and soup ; and to stimulate, 
we use acetate of ammonia in full doses. Each patient is 
seen twice daily, at 9 A. M. and 6 P. M., and as much 
oftener as necessary. If he shows a tendency to sink, the 
battery is used freely and long continued. 

The food is of the most nourishing character. An ex- 
cellent library, cards, chess, checkers, backgammon, domi- 
noes and pictures in great profusion are used to take the 
patient's mind off his disease, and with very good effect.

Dear Sir : — I received yours of the 13th inst. and also 
the copy of the chart •* The Urine in Disease," for which 
please accept my thanks. 

Dr. Alers and myself have given up our Sanitarium for 
Alcoholism and Opium Habit, as we found it would not 
answer without some law enforcing restraint, which is 
wanting in this State. While under my charge (as resi- 
dent physician) the formulae used were the usual combi- 
nations of chloral hydrate and potassium bromide, given 
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in aquae menthse. In some desperate cases of delirium 
tremens the heroic doses of tincture of digitalis (^ ss) 
were tried with success. 

The opium cases (as a general rule) were treated by a 
gradual reduction of the accustomed drug, combined with 
tonics and nerve stimulants. I treated successfully one 
case in which one drachm of morphia sulph. was taken 
daily. This is the largest quantity, that has actually come 
ufuir my personal observation. 

I am sorry that I cannot give you any more information 
on thps'» interesting topics.
